AFTERNOON, 


Mr. Haultain moved the second 
reading of the bill respecting legal pro- 
fession. He explained that he wished 
to provide for a different system of ex- 
amination of candidates for admission 
to the bar. The proposed changes 
prescribe an intermediate law examina- 
tion to be passed about the middle of 
the three years term of service and 
must be passed at least a year before 
going up for the final examination. 
Other changes were proposed to be in- 
troduced respecting the discipline of ad- 
vocates. The intention was to provide 
a safe, cheap and very summary way 
of dealing with professional men who 
did not act properly with regard to 
their clients. 

The bill was read a second time. 

RAILWAY ASSESSMENT. 

Mr. Fearon, in moving the second 
reading of a bill to amend the railway 
assessment ordinance, said that the law 
as it now stands, was virtually a law 
for the exemption of railways from 
taxation. He provided, in his bill, not 
only for the assessment of the land, 
but of the roadbed and the super- 
structure. It also provided for the 
assessment of all property,—for any 
buildings and property whatsoever own- 
ed by the railway companies, going on 
the principle that all property is assess- 
able and liable to taxation by the 
state. 

The second reading was agreed to. 

LIQUOR LICENSES AND SOCIAL CLUBS. 

At 2.30 the house again sat, and im- 
mediately went into committee on the 
liquor license ordinance amending 
bill. 

Mr. Maloney, the promoter of the 
bill, replying to Mr. Haultain, explain- 
ed sub-section 8 of section 2 as being 
intended to protect license holders and 
to prevent the sale of liquor without 
license. Such provision had been ask- 
ed for very extensively, since the pre- 
sent law permitted the starting of clubs 
which deal in liquor without being 
licensed. Should they stay with those 
whiskey dens and not make a sweep- 
ing bill, those dens would craw] through. 
The object of the bill was to make the 
law so fast that it would “stay,” and he 
believed the judgment of the house 
would be that it should stay (laughter). 

Mr. Reid objected to clubs being 
licensed as they were not selling to out- 
side people. ey were not run for 
profit but fur convenience. 

Mr. Haultain said no analogy could 
be drawn between hotels and private 
clubs. A hotel was for the purpose of 


supplying public requirements Clubs 
were simply private concerns, each 
member contributing to the cost of the 
accommodation provided only for them- 
selves. A club was essentially a pri- 
vate institution, and there was no more 
right to interfere with private clubs 
than to interfere with a private in- 
dividual who might choose to have 
liquor in his own house. The legisla 
tion now proposed only affected two in- 
stitutions in the Territories,—the <As- 
siniboia club at Regina, and the ranch- 
men’s club in Calgary. J)id clubs 
exist purposely to evade the law he 
would do his best to put them down, 
but the present clubs did not. 

Mr. Fearon replied that the machin- 
ery by which those two clubs were 
brought into existence was so simple 
that it would be easy to set in motion 
to get other clubs. He combatted the 
idea that clubs were not established for 
profit. He held that more was charg- 
ed for liquor in clubs than elsewhere 
and the profit so made was allowed to 
accumulate for the purpose of gaining 
property. 

Mr. Haultain : 
scriptions ? 

Mr. Fearon retorted that there might 
be subscriptions, but everybody who 
had had the least to do with clubs 
knew very well that the subscriptions 
did not keep the clubs running. He 
strongly urged that clubs ought to be 
licensed, and claimed that they would 
be benefitted thereby. 

Mr. Haultain considered it would be 

a great hardship to compel men to get a 
license to use their own property. The 
clubs in question were simply a number 
of men joining together as a corporate 
body for their own convenience, and 
the public had no right to say what the 
club should do within its own walls. 
If the members of that private in- 
stitution chose to put their hands into 
their pockets and pay a little extra for 
the general good of the c!ub, that was 
their matter, and nobody outside the 
club had anything to do with it. He 
condemned the clause of the bill requir- 
ing clubs to have the same dining ac- 
commodation as is required in licensed 
hotels as being absurd and altogether 
unjust. 

Mr. Oliver said that when the in- 
tent of the liquor ordinance was violat- 
ed, it was proper for the house to take 
the fact into consideration. The house 
had passed an ordinance requiring a 
certain class of tradesmen to pe licensed. 
Under that license those tradesmen 
were entitled to protection. The bill 
now before the committee sought to 
secure that protection as against bodies 
of gentlemen who established clubs to 
make profit out of the sale of liquors. 
If they did not protect these people 
who paid license money, then they had 
no longer a right to take that money. 
Not only had they a just right to pro- 
tect men who paid license money, but 
if they failed to protect them then they 
had no right to complain if these men 
took steps to protect themselves. 

Mr. Haultain asked the mover of the 
bill, what was the object with which 
he introduced the bill? What sort of 
clubs did he want to get at} 


Mr. Maloney replied that the parti- 
cular sort of clubs he was after were 
those memtioned by Mr. Haultain, — 
an aggregation of men combining to- 
gether to sell whiskey and drink it. 

Mr. Haultain: Was there any idea 
of simply touching the only two in- 
stitutions in the country which are in- 
corporated at the present time? 

Mr. Maloney: I certainly had some 
idea of that. 

Mr. Haultain: Was it not with re- 
gard toa certain local evil in his own 
locality,—the existence of certain so- 
called clubs which were evading the 
law ; was it not to put them down that 
this legislation was almost purely in- 
troduced ? 


Mr. Maloney Yes bui not only in 
my own district, because there are two 
or three districts near us altogether in 
the same way, and in order to make 
the law so that these particular ones in 
my own part of the country will be 
ousted. At the same time if they 
stopped one sort and not the other, 
where were they going to be? If the 
bill passed at all, they wanted it in 
such ashape that there would not be 
any loop hole to crawl out of. Those 
men in my district would simply say 
they had joined together, but that they 
did not pay their $100 as had been 
done by the twoclubs named. That 
was all the difterence. 

Mr. Haultain remarked that the hon. 
gentleman had discovered a new object 
now. The only body of men in the count: 
which would ected by the 

were the Assiniboia club and the 
Ranchmen's club. The very evil which was 
supposed to exist in the part of the country 
from which the hon. gentleman came, and 
to put down which the bill was introduced, 
was not mentioned. 

Mr. Oliver said that in the face of the 
statment of the leader of the house that the

SCHOOL TRUSTEES ELECTION BY BALLOT. 


Mr. Haultain stated that he wasrequested 
before the school bill was introduced to try 
and provide a system of voting by ballot at 
ordinary school elections for trustees and 
other purposes. He found it very difficult 
at the time and did not attemptit, or rather 
he dropped it. Since then he had received 
more light on the subject and he thought he 
saw his way to introduce a simple clause or 
two which would provide machinery for 
voting by ballot in school districts on the 
request of a certain number of ratepayers. 
Before proceeding further he wished to get 
the sense of the committee on the subject. 

The committee approved the suggestion 
and Mr. Haultain promised to introduce 
legis’ation.

VALVE OF AN EXPORT STEER. 
Clommereie: 

A choiwe export steer will bring 3 cents 
per pound, live weight, at the Winnipeg 
stockyards, yet the farmers are selling many 
of their fat cattle, so The Commercial is 
iformed, et about 2 cente per pound, and 
some are not bringing more than 1) conte 
perpound, The reason of this ie that they 
are not the right class of animals, end can 
be sold only to local butchers, being too 
omell and generally unsuited for export 
lt cote os much to export a small 
enimel ae @ large one, hence the smal 
ones are avoided, Besides, they are not 
suitable for the British markets. It like 
Wise cosie just about as much to raise « 
serul animal which will sell at 2 cents per 
pound «as it does to raise « good animal 
which will sell at 3 cents per pound. Why 
then will farmers bother with the scrabs* 
Diy raising @ good animal they are always 
eure of @ ready eale at a good price, while 
the scrubs are often very difficult to d 
of at all. The latter can only be sold to 
local butchers, while a good animal is suit- 
able for either the home or foreign markets. 
Farmers in the Winnipeg district who raise 
cattle fit for export, have this season been 
taking their animals to the Winnipeg stock. 
—_ and getting prices varying from 22? to 
34 cents per pound, live weight, according 
to the quality of the animal and the position 
of the market at the time. Cattle only sale- 
able to local butchers have noi touched over 
24 cents for some time, and would hardly 
bring this price now for anything. This is 
sadly a strong reason why farmers should 
cease raising scrub animals. Viewed from 
the commercial! standpoint there is meeey 
nothing to recommend the raising of scru 
animals, and agricultural authorities also 
tell us that there is no advantage in them 
from a purely agricultural point of view. 
Why then raise them!
